many in 1916. Jefferson tried to negotiate with 
the inevitable, and the result was that the war 
came to us and found us wholly unprepared, 
Jefferson's military ideas were all wrong. He 


had no more sense in this respect than William | 


| Jennings Bryan or Arthur Brisbane. His notion 
of abolition of the navy, defending our coast with 
gunboats and capturing Canada with ground 
springers led by incompetent generals, worked in 
1812 as might have been expected; we were 
thrashed on the Canadian border, and Washington 
was burned by a handful of British from a squad- 
ron cruising contemptuously in the Chesapeake. 
Americans of today whose dislike of war inclines 
them to support pacifist obstruction to prepared- 
ness ought to study the administrations of Jeffer- 
son and Madison. 

But Jefferson was no nonresistant or quictist. 
He favored the taking and keeping of Canada in 
case of war with Great Britain. He had no objec- 
tion to the taking of Florida in case of war with 
Spain. He was willing to fight tf necessary, like 
all Americans, including most of our pactifists, only, 
like them, he let his dislike of war obscure the 
duty and practical sense of preparation to. fight, 
if fighting became necessary. So, Ifke them, he 
really encouraged aggression, prepared the way 
for our humfliation, and brought about unneces- 
gary sacrifice of life and property. 

Our school books tell us we “won” the war of 
1812. As an actual fact we got a bad draw. The 
unsound military ideas of Jefferson and his disci- 
ple, Madison, were mainly responsible. 


PACIFISM IN THE 
CHURCHES. 


We think the issues raised by pacifism in the 


not covered by compromises or evaded. They are 
jasues vital to the welfare of the American people, 
present and future. — 

We understand the sources upon which pactfism 
@raws from Christianity. “But I say unto you, 
that ye resist not evil: but whosoever shall smite 
thee on thy right cheek, turn to him the other 
also. And if any man will sue thee at the law, and 
take away thy coat, let him have thy cloak also.” 

If the pavcifists will take thei? stand strictly upon 
the doctrine of nonresistance—although tn another 
instance than the sermon on the mountain we are 
told Christ flogged the money changers from the 
temple—if these clergymen insist our policy and 
course of conduct shall be formed upon the ad- 
monitions of Christ, we must ask from them a con- 


sistent insistence upon all his teaching, aa, for ex-/ 


ample, the communism which is expressed or in- 
plied in ft. Will the presbytery vote that all 
property shall be common, as in the primittve 
church? 7 

Our point is that the churches have, wisely, we 
think, interpreted the sayings of Christ as ideals 
for the inspiration and .comfort of the spirit of 
man, as ideals toward which we strive and hope 
the race will some day attain. The effect upon our 

civilization of the influence of Christ's idealism has 
been pervagive and beneficent. It has sublimated| 
harshness of the evolutionary struggie, brought 
mén steadily up to higher levels of living. But the 
altruism of Christ would have destroyed those who 
adopted it literally, and its véry survival has been 
conditioned upon its limitation tn practice. 

‘We demand therefore of the pacifists who rec- 
ognize this, and who afé not willing to adopt in 


they approach problems of organized government 
snd of international relations with proper respect | 
for the forces which have their play in the com- 
mon experience of the individual and of nations. 
We complain of them that they are willing neither 
to stand upon the literal doctrine of Christ nor to 
face the lessons of mankind’s experience in its 
stern struggle upward from the jungle. They are 
not ready to accept the fate of the nonresistant, 
nor, on the other hand, to face resolutely the world 
as it has been for all time and still is, and to make 


to resist aggression with effect. 

We ask them to show some historical perspeéc-

Unrestricted immigration in the years prior to 
the great war was rapidly turning many of our 
greatest cities into foreign colonies. This was 
especially evident In some sections of New York, 
Boston, Cleveland, Detroit, and Chicago. It was 
especially notable in these cities that the colonizing 
immigrants, who herded together and maintained 
their racial consciousness and customs with conse- 
quent delay in becoming Americanized and a conse- 
quent tendency to work for the interest of their 
homelands rather than for America, were composed 
largely of southern and eastern Europeans. In 
1913, the last year of unrestricted pre-war tmmi- 
gration, we received 254,000 such immigrants from 
Austria-Hungary, 290,000 from Ruasia and Poland, 


22,000 from Greece, Threequarters of a million 
alien minded people, for the most part, colonized 
in American cities and extended European slums 
therein in one year. 

Sach immigrants constituted more than three 
quarters of the total Buropean immigration for the 
year. Is that a good thing for America? Does it 
promote a high standard of living, American prin- 


ests of such people, which are now being expressed

The owner of the farm ad- 
mitted that he had noticed something 
wrong with the cow, but did not think it 
of sufficient importance to discard the 
milk. At the time of the investigation 
the cow had a temperature of 104 and 
the milk had a peculiar odor. Labora- 
tory tests showed that the milk contained 
large quantities of pus and germs capa- 
ble of causing the type of fliness with 
which the children were stricken.”

Herbert Hoover, fisherman, and sec- 
retary of commerce of the United 
States, talked fishing and national con- 
servation policies last night to 1,000 
brothers in rods, as the second annual 
convention of the Izaak Walton league 
of America closed at the Morrison 
hotel 

The convention represented dele. 
gates from forty-two states. Secretary 
Hoover, who was introduced by George 
E. Scott, told his audience that they 
have an obligation, the perpetuation 
of the “ greatest for calm afid contem- 


plative thinking—fishing — something 


this country_so .sorely needs right 


now.”

And when the Waltonians by their 
applause signified they accepted the 
obligation he had put upon them, the 
secretary promised them the support 
of the Jepartment of commerce, and 
asked them to send a delegation to 
Washington to determine upon new na- 
tional policies. 

“Our fishing troubles are compara- 
tively new,” he said. “They were not 
here when this government was found- 
ed, and so new policies are necessary.

Extraordinary Show at 


Art Institute. 
BY ELEANOR JEWETT. 


The John Singer Sargent exhibition 
of portraits and landscapes opened 
yesterday at the Art institute, two 
days ahead of its scheduled opening. 


It is an extraordinary show. The 
paintings must range over more than 
a quarter of a century’s time in paint- 
ing. What apparently is one of the 
earliest portraits is the adorable like- 
ness of Robert Louis Stevenson, done 
as the author paces his study and 
stands a moment in creative thought. 

The most impressive portrait is that 
of the artist, William M. Chase; the 
most tragic, Mrs. Charles Giffofd Dyer; 
the most triumphant, Ada Rehan; the 
most alive, Mrs. Augustus Hemenway, 
the most subtie, Joseph Jefferson, and 
the most exquisite, the Hon. Mrs. Swin- 
ton. In this last portrait a beautiful 
chair covered in apricot almost shares 
honors with the sitter. 

Aside from the portraits there are 
several pictures, some interiors, other 
landscapes. -Possibly the best of these 
is “The Venetian Bead Stringers,” a 
canvas remarkable for its lighting. 

Another interior, “The Venetian 
Glass Workers,” is fine, and, perhaps, 


more familiar to us, as it is, I believe, 


owned by the institute. <A tropical 
landscape, heavy with color, stimu- 
lating and effective, is “ Cypresses and 
Pines.” The mountains are excellent- 
ly brought within compass in the 
“Simplon.” Another painting, “ The 
Marble Quarry at Carrara,” is interest- 
ing, and the “ Moorish Courtyard” is 
beautiful.

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NCE a trout fisherman always 
a trout fisherman seems to be 
the rule, judging by the re- 
ports from some of the stream 
anglers who went to Florida this last 
Winter to try the salt water fishing 
and came home still faithful to their 
old favorite Salvelinus fontinalis, the 
brook trout. One of these anglers 
said that there was no experience in 
salt water fishing equal to that of ex- 
Ploring, wading and fishing a brook 
trout stream and playing with the 
scrappy red spotted trout that hang 
out in the eddies, riffles and pools. 

Certainly nature has placed the 
brook trout in a setting equal to its 
beauty and fighting qualities, as it 
loves the clear streams, lakes and 
ponds. TO us the brook trout more 
than any other fish symbolizes roar- 
ing, turbulent streams and rivers clear 
as crystal and almost as cold as ice. 
Of course, at the head of the list of 
such streams is the Nipigon in Can- 
ada, with its rushing, dangerous 
stretches of water and huge bowlders. 
In such a setting only the brook trout 
fite in and flourishes. It feeds on small 
fish, flies, and worms, and hence can 
be fished for in a number of ways.

In the early spring before winged 
insects have appeared on the water 
the brook trout feeds on larvae and 
worms. Later on, when the red spot- 
ted fellows begin to go after insects, 
is the time when the fly fisherman

Production Record 


Ogle county, Til, leads all other 
counties in the state in the number of 
high producing herds and cows for 
the last twelve months, according to 
condensed monthly reports sent out by 
the dairy extension offices at Urbana, 
says John Potter, official tester in that. 
district. The county’s herds won nine- 
teen places among the ten highest 
herds each month, more than any 
other county, the tester claims. Out of 
ten high cows each month, Ogle county 
placed forty-four animals during the 
year. Forty-one were owned by Rock 
River farms and threé by Sinnissippi 
farm. 

Recently the Ogle County Cow 
Testing association finished its seo 
ond year’s work, having tested 409 
cows during the last year. The tests 
enable dairy farmers to pick out un- 
profitable producers. Twenty-five cows 
out of the 409 were disposed of because 
they were not paying a profit above the 
feed bill 
The Rock River farm’s herd made 
the highest production records in the 
yearly herd average and the largest 
number of high cows. To give some

Some creatures like 
skunks, magpies, coral snakes, cobras, brightly cdélored tree 
frogs are obtrusive rather than elusive, and the theory of 
Alfred Russel Wallace was that the flaunting conspicucus- 
ness serves as a useful advertisement, impressing itself on the 
memories of inexperienced enemies, who soon learn to leave 
creatures with warning colors alone. In any case it is plajn 
that an animal which is as safe as a wasp or a coral snake 
can afford to wear any suit of clothes it likes.

Masking. 
episode in Scottish history called “The Walking 
‘Wood of Birnam,” when the advancing troops masked 
their approach by cutting down branches of the trees, 
has had its counterpart in many countries. But it is 
also enacted’on the seashore. There are many kinds of crabs 
that put on disguise with what looks Pike deliberateness. The 
sand crab takes 4 piece of seaweed, nibbles at the end of it, 
and then rubs it on the back of the carapace or on the legs 
so that it fixes to the bristles. As the seaweed continues to 
live, the crab soon has a little garden on its back which masks 
the crab’s real nature. It is most effective camoufiaging, but 
if the crab continues to grow it has to molt, and that means 
losing the disguise. It is then necessary to make a new one. 
The crab must have on the shore something corresponding « 


oe 
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to a reputation; that is to say, other ‘animals are clearly or 
dimly aware that the crab is a voracious and combative crea- 
ture. How useful to the crab, then, to have its appearance 
cloaked by a growth of innocent seaweed, or sponge, OF 200- 
phyte. It will enable the creature to sneak upon its victims 
or to escape the attention of its own enemies. 

If a narrow beaked crab is cleaned artificially it will pro 
eeed to clothe itself again; the habit has become instinctive, 
and it must be admitted that while a particular crab prefers 
a particular kind of seaweed for its dress, it will cover itself 
with unsuitable and even conspicuous material, such as pieces 
of colored cloth, if nothing better is available. The disguise 
differs greatly, for one crab is masked by a brightly colored 
and unpalatable sponge densely packed with flinty needles: 
another cuts off the tunic of a sea squirt and throws it over 
its shoulders; another trundles about a bivalve shell. The 
facts recall the familiar case of the hermit crab, which pro- 
tects its soft tail by tucking it into the empty shell of a peri- 
winkle or a whelk or some other sea snail, and that case 
leads on to the elaboration known as commensalism, where 
the hermit crab fixes sea anemones on the back.of its bor- 
rowed house. The advantage here is beyond that of masking, 
for the sea anemone can sting, which is a useful quality in a 
partner. 

’ That this second advantage may become the main one is 
evident in several cases where the sea anemone is borne, just 
like a weapon, on each of the crustacean’s great claws. More- 
over, as the term commensalism (eating at the same table) 
suggests, the partnership is mutuzlly beneficial. For the sea 
anemone is carried about by the hermit crab, and it doubtless 
gets its share of crumbs from its partner’s frequent meals. 
There is an interesting sidelight on the mutual benefit in the 
case of a dislodged sea anemone which sulked for a while and 
then waited in a state of preparedness until a hermit crab 
passed by and touched it. Whereupon the sea anemone 
griped and slowly worked itself up on to the back of the shell.

$500,000 NEW 
UPTOWN CHURCH 


St. Ita Designs Follow 
Cardinal’s Ideas. 


Work has just started on St. Rita’s, 
new church at the@morthwest corner | 
of Broadway and Catalpa aventie. Ac- 
cording to the pastor, the Rev. J. H. 
Crowe, the plans-.of Architect Henry 
J. Schlacks will give uptown one of 
Chicago’s most beautiful churches. In 
compliance with the wish of Cardinal 
Mundelein it will be in the French 
Gothic style of architecture.
